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FURIOUS FOREST FIRES. 


The High Wind and Dry:W«ath«r Endanger 


Many Northern Wisconsin Towns. 


The hipcli wind of Thursdiiy mi<l 


Friday fanned hundreds of small 
brush and camp fires into roaring 
bodies of flumes that 
travelled 


through the woods at a frightful rato 
and threatened to wipe out many of 
the towns in this section of thestate. 
Kbinelaudpr escaped 
any serious 


injury, but it can only be credited to 
hard work on the part of the liretneii 
and citizens that the most serious 
conflagration evcr known here was 
ayerted. For several days there had 
been a number of brush and cleaning 
up fires on the west side of the river. 
The high wind of Thursday night and 
Friday increuHed lliem to such un 
extent that the whole woods in that 
locality was burning. It worked up 
to within a short distance of the 
(ilijifwj & Co. and Kib Kivur Lumber 
Co.'s yards. There was imminent 
danger of its burning them and tin; 
tiro department was called out twice 
and each time succeeded in checking 
the fii-e's iK'ogrcss. The call was 
given none too soon, 'as I he yard and 
shaving pile, of the Kib Kivi'r mill 
was on lire two or three times. Sat- 
urday the wind was stronger than 
before mid all the mills closed down 
to enable the crews to watch the 
fires. The direction of the wind was 
just right to have made a conflagra- 
tion general ami damaging to the 
whole mill district. Towards uighl 
on Saturday the wind died down, juicl 
Sunday night a heavy rain put ;i 
ilamjxir on the llnincs' progress. A 
number of homesteaders mirrowl.v 
escaped losing their buildings and 
furniture.

The country up around liag'l 
Kiver was burned over considerably 
and the village threatened will) des- 
truction Saturday. Down tho Lak<_ 
Shore line the fire did a great deal ot 
damage. At Autigo it got beyond 
control of the lire company, mid 
burned the Weed saw mill, planing 
mill, yiml, thirty 
residences and 


thousands of cords of wood and 
slabs, tt looked for a Umeasthougl 
the whole city of Antigo would go, 
and a call for help and hose was 
made on Khinelander. Fifteen hun- 
dred feet of hoso, with men to handle 
it, were immediately put onto a 
RIXHtial train and run to Antigo, but 
they did not arrive until too late to 
be of any service, as the fire had done 
its work in town and was going 01 
through the woods, carried by a higl 
wind. A number of stations along 
the I^ake Shore l>clow Antigo were 
badly scorched, Bryant and Stras- 
burg being completely wi|>cd out 
It is thought that the danger from 
forest fires throughout this section ih 
over for awhile ot least, as the rains 
of tliu next month are likely to pre 
vent their running. The greatest 
care should be exercised in building 
fires anywhere nearor in old cuttings 
as there is no telling where the.\ 
might end.

public is too wide awake to stand that 
sort of thing, and, nowadays, np-to- 
date artists must appear in the conven- 
tional evening dress of civilization. 
Fortunately, the swallow-tail coat is so 
eutas to lend considerable assistance to 
one who ha.i to hastily produce or con- 
ceal any article he inay want at the 
moment, and, taking ad vantage of thin, 
the conjurer provides himself with 
from nine to a dozen extra pockets. 
The tails of the coat themselves con- 
tain four little pockets, the left-hand 
flap of the breast coat contains a large 
pocket, used for what is known as 
"loading" large objects, and such con- 
jurers as still perform with live ani- 
mals (an extremely cruel practice, by 
the,way) conceal them here. Some con- 
jurers have small, invisible pockets 
on their sleeve, in which coins can be 
made to disappear in a most tragic man- 
ner. 
Attached to the frontof thn waist- 


coat is a piece of elastic, which pa-sses 
round the body and comes out of a lit- 
tle hole in the side of the waistcoat at 
the b:\cU-. At the end of this elastic 
there is a small tin cylinder, conical at 
one end. in which tlm magician can put 
a handkerchief or, if iniule a little 
larger, a bird. The conjurer holds a 
handkerchief before yonr eyes, appears 
to be rolling it up, while sill the time 
he is ramming it into the cylinder, lets 
it go, makes a few passes with his 
hands, and you tind that the handker- 
chief has disappeared. 


The vanishing bird trick, which kills 


a great numlx'r of canaries, is [>er- 
forined by means of accessories in 
which the costume plays a part. 
The 


bird cage itself is made to collapse 
into a cigar-shaped tube. 
The cen- 


ter of the cigar-slui)*; is naturally 
fatter than the ends, und, if the bird 
is fortunate, it is secreted 
there, 


nnd may come out of the ordeal alive. 
Should, however, the bird get at either 
end, it is crushed to death, on. should 
the legs get through the bars, they lire 
almost certain to be broken. 
What 


happens is this: This bird cagn is rapid- 
ly hooked to the end of a piece of whip- 
cord, which passes up the sleeve and 
across the iMxiy of th~e performer, and 
then down the other sleeve, where it is 
tied to the wrist. It will thus l>c seen 
that the cord is considerably shorter 
IJiiin will be required to stretch from 
each end of the arms if tlicy are. ex- 
tended. The cage, being in the per- 
former's hand, is rapidly compressed 
and made to assume its cigar-shaped 
form, and is dragged up the arm ut 
lightning speed by the simple process 
of extending- the two arms. This very 
simple 
trick 
hiis 
puzzled 
millions 


of people. 
It is )>crformed so rapidly 


that even if you closely watch the 
conjurer it is doubtful if you will know 
what he is doing. Every conjurer has 
his clothes made according to his own 
design, and the task of making the suit 
is by no means an easy one. The clothes 
have to bu frequently seen during the 
process of makiri'g and tried on many 
times l>cfon; they are, complete. 


There are two popular notions in the 


public brain. One is that everything- 
which disappears goes up a conjurer's 
sleeve, and another, that every con- 
jurer has a confederate. 
As a matter 


of fact, conjurers need not resort to 
o.l inn sy dodges of any kind. If a con- 
federate were required fr. would be 
quite easy to delude auy ordinary spec- 
tator into doing the work of one, and 
in this c»se he would l>e a confederate 
without knowing it. 
The principle of 


deceiving the audience before they 
expect it is the secret of many tricks. 
'JL'ht larger conjuring tricks known ;is 
ill itsions are almost always produced by 
the aid of mirrors, or what is known as 
''black magic"--thiit is to say, black 
velvet. 
Kveryonc understands that if 


mirrors are arranged nt certain angles 
they can l>e made to deceive the public 
vjsion in a most remarkable manner. 
When you come to know- anything al>out 
it, conjuring is, oi course, a ridiculously 
simple thing. 
Nevertheless, there are 


few great conjurers, and not many who 
arc even moderately good. 
Under a 


good master, and with alwut three 
years' experience, any person might be- 
come a good conjurer, but to become a 
Iloudin, Herlram, Verbeck or a Hart;: 
is not to be done in a lifetime unless 
•>m: is born to it. — London Answers.

St*»n« of tli« OI>?t!irlt'S Whii:h Thry ]f*r« 


Had to Mnrt anil Ovcrrnmr, 


No industry or interest has been 


more complained of or more legislated 
for than railways. .It is probably only 
the simple trnth to add that no inter- 
est has so much needed to l>e kept in 
c.heck and to have its powers strictlv 
defined. The railways of 'Ireat Britain 
wrc a monument of the best fruit1; o: 
private enterprise. They have been 
provided from first to last without tins 
slightest assistance or encouragement 
from the state. Not only so, but they 
have l>een constructed in the f'ice of 
the most onerous obligations imposed 
by parliament of both a physical and a 
financial character. 


No railway, to begin with, can 
IMJ 


built in this country until it has ob- 
taimd parliamentary sanction. That 
sanction can not be got, as a rule, with- 
out. much trouble, worry and cost. 
The. promoters of a new line have to' 
face the probability of the most deter- 
mined opposition to their project, ami 
hence, to make themselves secure, the;.- 
have to raise a large fighting fund. 
Then they have to satisfy the board of 
trade, whose requirements, gencmlly 
speaking, are far from light. 


They have afterward to make what 


is known as a permanent deposit, ir, 
token of their being in earnest, and 
in order that parliament, may havo :: 
guurantce that all its forms and pro- 
visions will be complied with. 


The jealousy of other companies hnx 


to be conciliated, the opposition of 
conflicting interests bough toll', the de- 
mand of 
inspectors 
and engineer?., 


whether reasonable or nnreasonabV'. 


be met, und, finully, the rorjtiirecl 


capital has to be raised. In point 
of fact, the construction of a new line 
of railway is in this country made 
almost us troublesome and ditllcnlt as it 
Is possible to make it, s<> that nothing 
but the most urgent necessity trr the 
most manifest prospect of advantage 
would ln> likely to induce people to go 
into such a precarious and unsatis- 
factory adventure. 


On the other hand, however, when a 


line has once K'en contracted it is littl» 
likely to be disturbed in the peuceahte 
enjoymt-nt of its gathering ground* 
and domains. The task that was matte 
diftieuU for it is usually equally diffi- 
cult for others, anil as parliament sel- 
dom encourages new railway enter- 
prise in a district that is nlreadv efli- 
eiently served the established line is 
likely to hold its own against all comers 
and to enjoy the full fruition of its pa- 
tience, its labors, audits outlay. Hence 
the railways of tireal Hritain have a 
tendency to become monopolist institu- 
tions, and many of them meet with no 
rivalay or eompotion over very large 
areas of a populous and important char- 
acter.—Fortnightly Keview.

In a picturesque 
Hampshire nook 


in the valley of the Kivcr Test, stands 
a busy mill from which is produced 
tluit paper whose erispness is music to 
the human ear ull the world over. 
Since IT 19 this Leverstoke mill has l>een 
busy in't.ne manufacture of the Hank of 
England note, paper, and at the present 
time ubout fifty thousand of the cov- 
eted eri.sp pieces of pai>er are made 
there daily. 


To a careless oliserver there docs not 


nppcar to be much difference between 
u Hank of England note of the present 
day and one of those which were issued 
toward the end of the seventeent^i cen- 
tury, but when looked into will be 
found that the present note is. as n;- I 
yards the quality of the paper ami the 


i excellence of the engraved writing, a 
' much moro remarkable production. 


The fact is, the Bank of England and 


forgers of false notes have been run- 
ning a race—the bank to turn out a 
note which defies the power of the 
forger to imitate it, and those nimble- 
fingcrcd and keen-witted gentry 
to 


keep oven with the batik. 


The notes now in 
use »re most 


elaborately manufactured bitsof paper. 
The paper itself is remarkable in many 
ways. Its thinness and transparency 
are guards against two onco popular 
modes of forgery; The. washing out of 
the printing by means of turpentine, 
and erasure with the knife. 


The wire mark or water mark is an- 


other precaution a;;ainsf counterfeiting 
and is produced in the- paper while it is 
in a state of pulp. 
In the old manu- 


facture of hank notes the water mark 
was caused by 
an 
hiimeiisu num- 


ber 
of 
wires 
(over 
two 
thou- 


sand) stitched 
and 
seivit together; 


now 
it 
is 
engraved 
in 
a 
stccl- 


faccd die, wlych is afterward hardened 
and is ttien used as a punch lo stamp 
the pattern out of plates of sheet brass. 
The shading of the lettersof thiswuter 
mark enormously increases the. difli- 
eulty of imitation. 


The paper U made entirely 
from 


pieces of new linen and cotton, and the 
toughness of it can bo roughly guessed 
from the fact that n. single b.ink note 
will, when unsized, support a weight 
of thirty-six pounds, while when sized 
you may lift fifty-six pounds with it. 


Few people would imagine that a 


Hank of Lug-land note was not of the 
same thickness all through. 
11 is not 


though. The, paper is thicker in the 
left hand corner to enable it to take a 
bettor and sharper impression of the 
vignette there, and it is also considera- 
bly thicker in the dark slhadow of the 
center letters, and under the fi^iircs at 
the ends. 
,; 


Counterfeit notes are invariably of 


only one thickness throughout. 


The printing is done from electro^ 


types, the figure of tlritiinnia being the 
design of Jfaclist;, the late royal aca- 
demician. 


Even the printing ink is of special 


make, and is manufactured at the bank. 
Comparing a genuine with a forged 
note one observes that the print on the 
latter is generally bluish or brown. 
On the real note it is a velvety black. 


The chief ingredients used in making 


| the ink arc linseed oil and the charred 


husks and some other portions of liheu- 
ish grapes. 


The notes are printed nt the rate of 


three thousand an hour nt .Napier's 
steam pre.ss, and the bank issues nine 
millions of them a year, representing- 
about three hundred million pounds in 
hard cash. — London Answers.

The name 
came from the Chinese teha, and lay 
and tee were the first words used to 
designate that product before the fifial 
spelling was settled upon. 


The first tea sent to interior I'erm- 


*frlvnrii:i "'as cooked and served like 
spinach, the inhabitants not under- 
standing the proper mode of using. 
.More sentiment clusters around OranfR 
I'ekoe than around any other brand 
of tea. 
The reason thereof is unknown 


unlesHit lies in the manner of curing, a» 
orange blossoms, the most sentiment 
tal of flowers, sin1, scattered among the 
tea ieaves while drying-. Some of their 
strong fragrance is absorbed by the 
tea, hence the name and peculiar fla- 
vor. This tea is more often nsed t</ 
mix with some other kind than alone, 
on account of its strength and taste, a 
liking for which bus lo be acquired. A 
new kind of tea is at present being 
sold: in Paris. 
U is called Fayham, and 


is made of the flat-dried leaves of a 
white orchid. 


As tea loses a. groat part of its flavor 


when obliged lo cross the ocean, an at- 
tempt is being made to raise the bush 
in America and is proving fairly suc- 
cessful in Florida and North Carolina. 
It is; Iwcause the supply is brought di- 
rectly overland that Russian tea is re- 
nowned for being particularly pood. 


The list of the different oixnpations 


and accomplishments eoiuinj; under tho 
head of "arts" is elastic enough to ad- 
mit, of even tea making within its lim- 
its. It is very easy to perform this 
simple operation in the right way, but 
it requires patience and attention, as 
all things artistic do.
